Man of Destiny 


O the astrologically uninitiat- 

ed, it may appear that Sir Staf- 
ford Cripps’ failure to obtain full 
cooperation of India in the war 
against Japan has marked him as 
an international political has-been, 
and that he is on his way out. 


Actually it is plain to the student of 
Astrology that the reverse is true. Sir 
Stafford Cripps was equipped by the 
planetary configuration at his birth to 
play an important part in the new world 
order which will be the natural result 
of an Allied Nations victory over the 
aggressor nations. 

In summing up the cosmic difference 
between the destinies of Cripps’ and his 
famous contemporary, Winston Churc- 
hill, it might well be said that Mr. 
Churchill is a natural as a “man of the 
hour” while Sir Stafford is the real lead- 
er of his nation, the man who will, 
through his humanitarian motives, lead 
them into paths that will fit them into 
the post-war alignment and allow them 
to take their place in a world built on 
justice for all nations rather than pref- 
erence for favored nations who live by 
exploiting their weaker and less en- 
lightened brethren. 

And certainly Britain has needed one 
of Cripps’ stature to offset the blunders 
committed by well-intentioned, but pre- 
judiced Britishers of the oid school. It is 
only fair, in this connection, to say that 
these blunders were indicated in the 
British- Declaration of War chart, of 
September 3rd, 1939. This chart shows 
Mercury in a channel of administration 
in affliction with Uranus (Governmen- 
tal agency) in a channel of contacts and 
war. It was a signal warning that those 


who originate and decide British policy. 


and its execution would make one 
blunder after another—which has been 
true right down to the time this is be- 
ing written (April 1942). Add to the 
Mercury-Uranus affliction the amphibi- 
ous adversity aspect of Moon conjunct 


` a besieged South Node (Cup of Sorrow) 


and you have the reason for Dunkirk, 
Norway, Crete, Hongkong, Singapore, 
etc. For this\reason (as we warned in a 
previous issue of this magazine) it would 
be disastrous for the United States to 
blindly follow the lead of Engiand’s 
war leaders in our war strategy. Despite 
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British tradititon of world rulerships, 
her officialdom seems to have realized 
this, for she has so far given us the lion’s 
share of leadership since our entry into 
the conflict. Even the dynamic, although 
conservative Mr. Churchill is too close- 
ly tied up to the old school to take the 


broad international outlook now de- 
manded. The foregoing carries no impli- 
cation that we should not fully cooper- 
ate with the British in the war effort, 
but is simply a statement of facts con- 
cerning Britain’s lack of qualifications’ 
to assume the leadership of the Allied 
Nations in the struggle. 

But according to astrological indica- 
tions one man in England is not bound 
by the traditions of the conservative 
die-hards in the tight little isle of Eng- 
land. He is the man whose name heads 
this article, Sir Richard Stafford Cripps. 
He was born April 24th, 1889, which 
data will have to suffice, as authentic 
information as to his hour of birth 
could not be obtained. 

As a scion of an aristocratic English 
family, Cripps had every inducement to 
follow the old line and become some- 
thing bordering on a social parasite, but 
his chart shows the humanitarian out- 
look which caused him to adopt a left- 
wing attitude toward English politics. 
This attitude, so hated and feared by 
Britishers of the old school, almost, suc- 
ceeded in burying him among the un- 
favored ones who dared to challenge the 
rights and privileges of the favored

day when we were at peace with all the 
world. 

All this may sound as if we had visited | 
a man who had permanently retired 
from his active work on astrological 
weather, but this is far from true. Pro- 
fessor Maxwell is looking forward to 
the day when he will again come be- 
fore you with his scientific findings.

As General MacArthur’s successor on 
Bataan Peninsula, Lieutenant General 
Jonathan M. Wainwright not only took 
on a hopeless task, but got himself into 
the spotlight of world news. We do not 


` have the exact moment of the General’s 


birth, but he was born August 23rd, 
1883, either in the extreme end of Leo 
or the first degree of Virgo. But regard- 
less of the actual moment, General 
Wainright partakes strongly of Leo, 
which gives him fine organizing and 
leadership ability and, this being the 
Mars decanate, he is especially adapted 
to lead a hopeless cause in a military 
adventure. 

He approached his new responsibility 
just prior to the new Moon of March 
15th, which banked up against the loca- 
tion of Mars in his birth chart. This in- 
dicated extreme emergency and the ap- 
proaching of a crisis in his life, as signi- 
fied by the transit of Neptune, also af- 
flicting his Mars, the point of military 
action now so emphasized in his chart. 

The Mars position is the same as Mars 
in President Roosevelt’s chart, a very 
disturbed area in many charts at the 
present time, including that of the U. S. 
horoscope. This area continues under af- 
fliction until Neptune moves into Libra 
on October Ist, 1942. 


This Mars position is one of the best 
fortified in the Wainright chart, for it 
receives the good sextile of Sun for will, 
purpose and might, united to clear and 
versatile thinking that produces quick 
and dynamic action. 

A fortunate aspect of Venus destined 
General Wainright to be popular with 
those under his command. Venus con- 
junct Sun assured that he would both 
give and receive full loyalty in such a 
joint action as that of the delaying ac- 
tion so vital to U. S. arms that marks 
the events on Bataan and Corregidor. 

He was handed a job that would have 
tried the soul of a lesser man than he, 
but no defeatism ever crept into his ut- 
sterances from the time his chief told him 
goodbye on that fateful night back in 
March. He seemed to have supreme con- 
fidence in himself and his men, which 
is not to be wondered at when we note 
his Jupiter in Cancer, the U. S. Sun sign. 

Jupiter hooks up with the trine of Ur- 
anus to Neptune, evidencing real ad- 
ministrative ability, supported by orig- 
inality, inventiveness, scientific skilf and 
inspiration. Next in order to these sol- 
dierly qualities in his character comes a 
deeply human sympathy toward his fel- 
low men, and this sympathy was shown 
to have extended down to the lowest 
Philippine private on Bataan before the 
peninsula was lost to Japan. 

With progressed Jupiter and Mars in 
Leo, it is little wonder that General 
Wainright and his doughty little rem- 
nant of an army continued the excellent 
delaying action entrusted to them by 
General MacArthur when the head of 
our nation called him away to a wider 
sphere of activity. 

The Far East has aptly been called 
the “Cradle of American Heroes” and 
not the least of these will be General 
Wainright when this present world con- 
flict has passed into history.

Qn the evening of April 19th last, 
American radio listeners were thrilled 
by the voice of a man who had shot 
down six Japanese bombers in a single 
encounter. As the announcer questioned 
him, it was plain that we were Iistening 
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> blatant, boastful and conceited 


y” hero. His answers were modest 


and as matter of fact as those you would 
use in discussing your method of caring 


for your little back-yard victory garden. 

The men was Lieutenant Edward H. 
O’Hare, who on the following day re- 
ceived promotion to the grade of Lieu- 
tenant Commander, U.S.N. At the same 
visit to the President of the United 
States, he was decorated with the Con- 


- gressional Medal of Honor, the highest 


award which can be conferred by our 
democratic country. 


Lieutenant Commander O’Hare was 
born March 13th, 1914, when the Moon 
was in the air sign Libra in close good 
trine to Jupiter, in conjunction with Ur- 
anus. This spells success in flying, Ur- 
anus being most excellent in the natural 
aviation sign of Aquarius. Now add the 
“fortunes” of Jupiter, which not only 
makes traveling to distant places advan- 
tageous, but bring multiplicity into mo- 
tion, and this equals quality in good re- 
sults. 

This would seem to be about all that 
could be desired in the chart of a flier 
who goes into action in a distant part of 
the globe, but this is not all the good 
auspices under which Aviator O’Hare 
arrived here on earth.

Lieutenant Commander O’Hare is a 
Piscean of the Andrew Jackson type.

The greatest danger he now faces is 
the adverse square of Neptune, by tran- 
sit, to Pluto in Gemini, which operates 
up to November Ist, 1942. If he escapes 
this threat—and it is our prediction that 
he will—he is the ideal type to take his 
place in public life on the victorious ter- 
mination of the conflict to which he has 
already given more than the average 
thousand men in this war effort.

In June and July 


HE two most eventful months 

in the history of the world to 
date will be those of June and July, 
1942. The Gemini new Moon of 
June 13th—in the zone of battle 
and death—at Washington, D. C., 
brings the sign of Scorpio—ruled 
by the war planet Mars—to the 
horizon. 


Emphasis is given to submarine and 
naval warfare, with Mars and Pluto 
much in the forefront of planetary in- 
fluences, stimulating all that pertains to 
convoys, foreign shipping and affairs, 
colonial localities being the main point 
of issue. We can expect American naval 
successes, with Mars moving through 
Cancer in the 10th houses of both the 
natal U. S. and Mars cycle charts. 


American attention during the four 
weeks following June 13 shifts to com- 
pletely distant scenes and contacts with 
distant and far-flung ports. The new 
Moon occurs at the place of natal Mars 
in the birth chart of our nation. This 
excites us into a frenzy of all-out action 
such as we have not achieved to date

but, unfortunately, confusion and inter- 
nal strife do much to rob us of the great 
results we could ordinarily expect from 
such a display of national energy. Con- 
gress and the administration suffer from 
some major disagreement, for Moon and 
Mercury are in a contentious. relation- 
ship to Neptune, who is operative in the 
domain of Congress. 


Stressed by planetary attention is the 
matter of our supplies. Much public dis- 
satisfaction and concern, with mounting 
publicity, arises because of the failure 
of Congress to realize the real situation 
inside our borders. A lack of co-ordina- 
tion, bad spots of faulty management, 
failure to anticipate material require- 
ments will be brought to the surface for 
public attention. Exaggeration of isolat- 
ed cases of waste, loss, extravagance and 
deceit on the part of certain industries 
will add to the general furore. With 
Saturn—restriction—clinging to Uranus, 
curtailment of non-essential commodi- 
ties will reach a point not foreseen by 
the general public at this time of writ- 
ing (April 20) and resentment will 
spring up among the short-sighted who 
cannot see beyond this period-of confu- 
sion. 

The Russian localities that saw such 
gigantic conflict in the summer of 1941 
will get a repeat performance of the 
greatest magnitude, and suffering will 
now be multiplied because the war- 
weary soldiers wiil lack the supplies 
available last year, due to the strain of 
the past few months. The war spreads 
rapidly now, with hitherto unaffected 
areas feeling the sting of military occu- 
pation. 

Having charted their mad course, the 
unholy firm of Hitler, Hirohito & Com- 
pany cannot turn back, but the latter 
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half of that combination may devoutly 


wish himself at peace with the Allied 
Nations once more. Saturn now ladys a 
heavy hand on the little brown men 
from the “Flowery Kingdom” and mis- 
fortunes begin to follow swiftly, one af- 


ter another. Local gains are made, and ` 


communication lines are lengthened 
with the acquisition of more territory, 
but deadly blows jolt them in vital 
spots. The Jap populace, spoiled by vic- 
torious news, are unprepared for these 
reverses. You need not be surprised if 
you read of prominent Jap figures de- 
parting from this earth via assassina- 


tion or the revered but gory form of ` 


suicide known as hari kiri. 

The Jap Emperor’s chart is now near- 
ing its end of good progressed Moon as- 
pects that have signified much of the 
Nipponese conquest. Following July, 
1942, there are no productive Moon 
progressed aspects in the Hirohito chart 
and there are some—particuiarly in Au- 
gust and September—that are all of 
the down-hill variety. This June 13th 
new Moon brings to a climax an event- 
ful condition directly related to the 
charts of President Roosevelt and Hiro- 
hito. It is of a military and diplomatic 
nature, and will have a wide effect on 
the outcome of the war. A heavy clash 
with the U. S. chart at place of Mars 
shows in the Hitler chart following June 
13th. 

To retrogress for a moment, an astro- 
logicai chart analysis of Singapore 
showed this part of the British Empire 
lost before the Japs even attacked. It 
fell with the new Moon of February 
15th, 1942. The British commander on 
that ill-fated island was Lieutenant 
General Ernest Percival, born December 
16th, 1887. He had a successful military 
record, but there was a distress-failure

element in his horoscope on February 
15th, showing that he was in no condi- 
tion, free from an astrological viewpoint, 
to lead the defenders of the island. 
South Node (cup of sorrow and adver- 
sity) in the Generai’s chart was eleven 
degrees Aquarius, the Nadir (land local- 
ity point) of Singapore. 

Summer Solstice, June 21st, 1942, 
Washington, D. C., shows the govern- 
mental sign ascending, giving rule to 
the planet Saturn in the 5th house of 
Colonies. The Sun and Jupiter in the 
water and public sign Cancer operate in 
the 6th—military, workers, supplies and 
health. This implies national effort fo- 
cused in these channels. Mars and Pluto 
conjoined in the 7th house (war) gives 
emphasis to conflict and titanic strug- 
gle. This should see large numbers of 
our soidiers in action at many different 
points of the globe. This Solstice influ- 
ence carries through the summer months 
and, although heavy shipping losses are 
indicated, as a whole the period should 
bring some good productive results in 
cooperation with our allies. 

The Cancer new Moon occurs on July 
13th. The planetary pattern shows no 
letdown in military action except, of 
course, in the areas where monsoon 
storms make any extensive action too 
perilous to pay off in results. 

Saturn now squares the Nodes in the 
U. S. chart, presaging heavy losses of 
military equipment that can seriously 
hamper our war effort for the following 
months. Farther and wider cooperation 
between the allies is sponsored by the 
administration and Congress—now in a 
strangely passive mood—concurs. Moon 
is now in the 6th house of military op- 
erations, supplies and labor of the U. S. 
natal chart but, unfortunately, in the

WAS TORPEDOED

EPTEMBER 3, 1939, the British 

Liner Athenia was 275 miles off 
the West Coast of Scotland, bound 
for Canada with 1,418 people 
aboard, including some 300 Amer- 
icans whose only desire was to get 
away from a Europe now torn by 
war. While the second table was at 
dinner, suddenly the lights went 
out and the ceilings crumpled to 
the waterline. It was 7:15 p.m., 
when the Nazi torpedo struck the 
ship. 


Some were killed by this first explo- 
: sion and the crashing decks, and the 
others soon found themselves struggling 
in the oil smeared water. There was a 
heavy swell and bright moonlight. Life- 
boats dotted the sea, some of them bot- 
tom up, with heroic seamen dragging 
women from the waves to safety. Some 
of the lifeboats right side up were 
crammed to the danger point, many of 
them filling with water in which the 
people sat wait deep, and one or two 
swamped. in the effort to rescue still 
more. 


Various ships receiving the SOS 
rushed to the scene and picked up the 
survivors, among whom were Pax 
Walker, born December 22, 1920, 12:24 
a.m., OW. 51:32N.; and her mother, born 
June 19, 1882, hour unknown. Data was 
given by them personally to Lenora 
Conwell. The progressions around the 
outside of Pax Walker’s chart are for 
the date of the torpedoing. 


We have found that in accidents of 
violence progressed aspects to Mars al- 
ways play an important part. So far we 
have never seen the chart of an aviator 
who cracked up who did not have an 
outstanding progressed aspect to Mars 
at the time. Our list of torpedoing vic- 
tims is as yet small, but so far they fit 
into this Mars formula. Which means 
that a progressed aspect to Mars has a 
predisposition to attract accident, and 
is likely to do so if the resistance of 
environment to accident is small, or if 
the environment furnishes facilities for 
an accident. 
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It is the nature of progressed aspects 
to Uranus to attract unexpected and 
sudden events, through a human agency, 
which bring a marked change into the 


life. And the unexpected torpedoing of 
the ship on which one travels is both 
sudden enough and violent enough to be 
characteristic of progressed aspects to 
both Uranus and Mars. Progressed Mars 
in this chart is still conjunction pro- 
gressed Uranus. Also progressed Mars 
is conjunction progressed Venus, ruling 
the personality (Ascendant) and incon- 
junct the Ascendant; and progressed 
Sun is semi-square both progressed 
Mars and progressed Venus. 

In the mother’s chart, progressed 
Mars is square Sun, sextile Venus and 
trine Pluto, while progressed Mercury 
is conjunction Mars. Venus is an ex- 
ceptionally harmonious influence in her 
birth-chart, and no doubt the progressed 
sextile of Mars to Venus and the pro- 
gressed trine of Mars to Pluto helped 
her to come through the harrowing ex- 
perience alive. 

But, having the hour of birth of the 
daughter, we can speak of her with 
greater certainty. In her chart we have 
the Moon in the house of death in luck 
(trine) aspect to Jupiter, the great pro- 
tector. This birth-chart protective in- 
fluence is accentuated at the time of the 
torpedoing by progressed ascendant be- 
ing semi-sextile progressed Jupiter, and 
progressed Sun being only 1 degree 4 
minutes from the perfect trine of pro- 
gressed Jupiter. The influence of such

Many 
Arians who do not guard against this 
will rush headlong into a proposition 
with little consideration or preparation 
and the very force of the “charge” will 
knock them down if the way is not 
clear. This is totally unnecessary, with 
anyone but especially so with the Aries 
salesman for he has intense mental cap- 
acity and plenty of resourcefulness. 
Like fire he is diffusive, always on the 
offensive and energetic enough to ap- 
ply his fiery ability to express himself. 
Truly he can go to the top in a hurry 

. if he will but study his traits and put 
them to intelligent use.

Unless the native has a very strong 
placement, like say three or more plan- 
ets heavily aspected in a sign other 
than Aries, he will do better selling 
metals especially having to do with con- 
struction work such as buildings, 
bridges, ships, automobiles, airplanes, 
etc. And the field in this line was never 
more active in the history of the U.S.

The Arian, as stated before does þet-

If a retailer naturally, hard- 
ware stores and the above mentioned 
businesses are for him. 

Now let us have a glance at the in- 
fluence of the houses in sales work. The 
zodiac is the heavenly division of the 
horoscope and the houses divide the 
earth affairs into 12 parts the whole of 
which includes every thing that man 
may be connected with while on earth.

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The ASTROLOGY > 
Ss of HANDWRITING 


By MARY ADAMS LLOYD 


(This is the first of three articles 
showing how the Horoscope indicates 
why you write as you do.) 


F you went up to one of your 

friends and asked him “Why are 
you so selfish?” or “What makes 
you so ready to pick a quarrel with 
everyone?” or make this remark: 
“T would not believe you if you 
swore on a stack of Bibles a mile 
high.” How long would they re- 
main your friends? Yet if you knew 
how to interpret handwriting, your 
action might be more a lack of tact than 
an actual insult. Nobody takes up a 
pen and deliberately writes, “I am a liar 
and you should not believe what I am 
telling you.” In refusing a donation, 
no one writes “I am too selfish to care 
about your old charity.” Yet these and 
many other facts are easily seen in a 
person’s handwriting. You cannot take 
up a pen or a pencil and write even a 
word without revealing something of 
your character. 

Of late there seems to be a generally 
increasing interest in handwriting. 
From time to time different newspapers 
run hand-writing features. Those I 
have seen are very good. These news- 
paper graphologists always use the sig- 
nature of some well-known public char- 
acter, so the reader can tell whether 
the analysis is correct. This corresponds 
to telling about an event after it hap- 
pens. The real value of handwriting 
analysis is to reveal the character of 
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someone you do not know. This is the 
reason that many firms require an ap- 
plicant to describe his qualifications in 
his own handwriting. Some firms ask 
the birth data so that a chart can be 
set up. The most interesting fact about 
grapho-analysis is that is always re- 
veals the true character of the person 
and never contradicts the testimony of 
the Horoscope. 

If an astrological chart shows extrav- 
agance, so does the handwriting. It the 
chart shows repression, so does the 
handwriting. If the chart shows high 
spiritual characteristics, or low sensual 
ones, the writing will also show these 
qualities. But it must always be stressed 
that one cannot read the future from 
handwriting. It is a means of charac- 
ter analysis only. Only as character 
affects the actions of a person can his 
reaction under certain conditions be 
foretold. If his handwriting shows that 
he is untruthful, then it is certain that, 
given the -appropriate conditions, he 
will lie. If you can see in a man’s hand- 
writing that he is acquisitive, then it 
is up to you to see that he does not get 
the best of you, and give you a bad bar- 
gain. 

In Astrology the houses, the planets 
and the aspects as well as many other 
factors have to be considered. In 
Grapho-analysis the slant of the letters, 
the heaviness of the stroke, the mar- 
gins, the distance between the lines, the 
loops. the crossings of the “ts” and the 
dotting of the “i’s” are a few of the 
important characteristics to be noted. 
When you get a letter from some one 
you do not know, or know only slightly, 
you’ unconsciously notice the paper, the 
spelling and punctuation, the margins 
and general neatness. Possibly you note 
whether the writing is full of curves or 
full of angles; whether the capitals are 
simple or ornate. You may notice these 
things, but do you know what they 
mean? The paper, spelling and punc- 
tuations are matters of education and 
refinements; and you do not have to 
know either Astrology or Graphology 
to know the social class to which the 
writer belongs. The margins, the space 
between the lines, and the size of the 
writing are purely Jupiter-Saturn char- 
acteristics. Large writing, wide mar- 
Sins, big spaces between the lines are 
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Handwriting specimens on this and the next page are 
numbered from 1 to 12, numbers corresponding to 
signs; 1-Aries, 2-Taurus ,etc. 
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entirely Jupiterian. The more Jupiter 


is afflicted in the natal chart, the larger ` 
the writing and the wider the spaces. | 


In other words, when a chart shows 
extravagance, the hand writing also 
shows it. i 

On the other hand, if the writing is 
small and cramped, the margins narrow 
and very little space between the lines, 
look for a strong Saturn influence in 
the chart. These, of course, are general 
characteristics, and may be modified by 
other planets in the chart, just as it is 
possible for a person to have one sign 
on the Ascendant and yet have a physi- 
cal appearance more like some other 
sign. I have never found that there is 
a distinct Libra, Capricorn or Gemini 
writing as many writers claim, by 
which the Ascendant may be found. My 
experience has been that — where the 
strength of the chart lies, there is the 
power that guides the hand in writing. 
For example, if Saturn is on the As- 
cendant, a dozen Jupiters could not 
make him write expansively. Likewise 
if Jupiter is on the cusp of the first 
house, square the Sun, the most power- 
ful Saturn could not make the hand- 
writing repressed, pinched and small. 
Suppose that there is no planet in the 
first house and there is a Sun-Jupiter 
square in another part of the chart, this 
aspect will act just the same. Some of 
my readers will remember what Max 
Heindel says about Sun square Jupiter: 
“This gives a bombastic, haughty dis- 
position with an inordinate love of dis- 
play” and no matter where Saturn is 
he cannot curb this. While, if Saturn 
is square the Sun anywhere in the chart 
(to quote again) he “Has a tendency to 
crawl into a shell” and even a benevo- 
lent Jupiter cannot get him out. 

I have often said and written that a 
person’s Horoscope could be called the 
blue print of his life; his Numeroscope 
might be called his itinerary; but his 
handwriting is his soul drawing its 
own picture. As a man thinketh in his 
heart, so does he write. 


Briefly let me define, in a very gen- 


eral way, the different types of hand- . 


writing. This is only as valuable in 
analyzing individuals as studying his 
Sun sign would be. It is merely a 
broad classification. ` 3 

ARIES gives a hurried, impulsive 
writing usually rather angular. 

TAURUS writing is conservative, 
with no frills or curves. This may De 
labored and plodding if the person is 
uneducated; it may look heavy and 
muddy if the person is an over-sensual 
Taurean; or it may be merely restrained 
and dignified, if the person is educated. 

GEMINI writing, if typical, is full 
of inconsequential flourishes, different 
slants, and shows lack of coordination. 


CANCER writing is difficult to de- 
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Note especially specimen No. 11, the Aquarian hand- 

writing of Thomas A. Edison, then check the partial 

chart of the late inventor, which is included in the 
continuation of the article. 
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scribe. It seldom has any “style”; it 
is flowing, timid formless, due to the 
watery character of Cancer and the 
changefulness of its ruler, Moon. i 

LEO writing, when typical, is large, 
bold, self-confident and usually round- 
ed and has an expansive air. 


VIRGO writing is always precise with 
well-formed letters and usually has a 
methodical appearance. 

LIBRA writing is always artistic, 
well balanced and rhythmic; often deli- 
cate and usually full of curves. 

SCORPIO, when running true to 
form, is full of pointed darts and an- 
gles. The “i? is “darted” instead of 
“dotted”; and. the “t? crossings are 
spear-shaped, like the arrows of Mars. 

SAGITTARIUS often gives a hand- 
writing that is “high, wide and hand- 
some” with large capitals and often 
runs up hill in an optimistic way. The 


‘loops are generous and the “t”? cross- 


ings long. ` 

CAPRICORN writing always looks 
thrifty; is plain, with no flourishes; and 
never wastes any space. It is always 
controlled and quite often small with 
the lines close together. 

AQUARIUS has an educated appear- 
ance and is more expanded than Capri- 
corn writing. Many times there is a 
cosmic swing which denotes wide in- 
terest. 

PISCES is always emotionally slant- 
ed. The lines are usually long and 
flowing like the waves of the ocean; 
with long terminals or long beginning 
strokes. The individual letters often 
have a Neptunian contraction which 
suggests a lack of frankness. 

These are the general influences of 
the signs, but are only “types,” as the 


. Sun in the various signs indicates types 


only. As planets, houses and aspects 
modify the horoscope, so do they modi- 
fy the handwriting. In the analyses of 
charts later on, we shall see how this 
is shown. But first let us take a brief 
look at the influence of the different 
planets. 

The SUN tends to make the writing 
bold and heavy. 

The MOON gives flowing letters, 
usually graceful. 

VENUS is always artistic, and can be 
called “pretty.” 

MARS always shows sharp angles 
and jabs. 

MERCURY is usually uncoordinated, 
slanting this way and that, suggesting 
the Gemini changefulness. 

JUPITER usually makes the writing 
large and bold. 

SATURN always gives a pinched 
look; usually small and conservative. 

URANUS, like Mars gives spears, 
angles, jabs, and a generally impulsive 
look. :

class, but his planetary EE took 
care ‘of that. 

Cripps is admitted to be the only 
Englishman who has ever come to a real 
understanding with Joseph Stalin. It is 
safe to say that if he had been given a 
free hand he might have brought Rus- 
sia into immediate alignment with the 
so-called encircling nations who strove 
to stop Hitler before he became suffi- 
ciently strong to threaten Europe, but 
here he was working against the Bol- 
shevist-hating element in Britain’s high 
places. 

His ability to see eye to eye with 
Stalin is accounted for in an astrological 
sense by a comparison of their charts. 
The Cripps friendly and pieasant Capri- 
corn Jupiter is at the place of Stalin’s 
Sun. Cripps’ Utopian and communistic 
Pisces Moon is with Stalin’s Jupiter. Ju- 
piter is the significator of the harmony 
between these two statesmen from two 
countries divided by distance and tra- 
dition. 

And now here is a surprise for those 
who have not already compared birth 
dates. Sir Stafford Cripps was born just 
four days later than was Adolph Hitler! 
The sign positions in their charts are 
identical with two exceptions. Cripps 
was born when the Moon was in the 
mystical, sensitive sign Pisces, while the 
Moon in Hitler’s chart is in the serious, 
business sign Capricorn. Hitler has a 
militaristic Aries Mercury, while Cripps 
has a patient and determined Taurian 
Mercury. 

This Moon-Mercury difference alters 
the characters of Cripps and Hitler to 
the extent that they could not be con- 
sidered alter or twin egos by any type 
of deduction. Each has great capacity 
but it is expressed far differently, al- 
though the extent of this astrological 
difference cannot be fully delineated, 
due to the absence of knowledge as to 
Cripps’ hour of birth. The outstanding 
difference as evidenced by their actions 
is that Cripps has humanitarian -ideals 
while Hitler is a snarling tyrant with 
the ambitions of Atilla the Hun. 

Had Cripps been delegated to deal 
with Hitler instead of Chamberlain, 
there is no doubt that he would have 
been fully capabie of judging the dic- 
tator’s motives, and more than a match 
for him. 

Sir Stafford is partially dominated by 
Taurus’ aggregation of four planets, and 
this led to his accumulation of a fine 
addition to his family fortune through 
his law practice, but his humanitarian 
instincts caused him to quit his rich 
practice at a time when his country 
needed him. 
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It is this deep-seated humanitarian 
phase of his character that makes Sir 
Stafford the coming man, not only in 
England but the world. The Aquarian 
principles which will dominate world 
diplomacy during the later phases of 
this war and the period that follows it 
finds England’s old system of big estates 
and fortunes that have been passed on 
through heredity quite as out of date as 
the old British system of exploiting 
weaker nations. Cripps’ is the one out- 
standing British leader who has grasp- 
ed this and is ready not only to em- 
brace, but to lead in the new order. 


. Off hand, this would seem to be a big 
order for a man even of the stature of 
the progressive and humanitarian Cripps 
—that is, “teaching an old dog new 
tricks” or converting Britain from its 
former policies, but it should be remem- 
bered that the events of the times are 
with him. Younger and more progressive 
Englishmen cannot have failed to note 
the difference in loyalty shown by the 
natives of our one-time colony, the 
Philippine Islands, and that Toyalty—or 
rather the lack of it—shown to England 
by the Malayans and Burmese, who 
turned on their former exploiters, the 
British, to do fifth-column work for the 
invading Japs. 


Destined as he is from an astrelogical 
standpoint to lead England into a new 
“promised land” of world endeavor, it 
appears that his selection to take over 
Churchill’s job—as hinted by the press 
—would be a grave error on the part of 
the English people. Just now Engiand 
is still too much infested with old-line 
tories and conservatives to allow him 
the backing he would have to possess 
if he were to succeed. With the Japs 
at the gates of India on April 10th, Sir 
Stafford was hamstrung in his efforts to 
unite the two nations in war by the 
London war cabinet. 


Then too, when his chart similar in 
many respects to that of Hitler, his as- 
trological indications do not justify the 
belief that he would make a good war 
prime minister. It is to be observed that 
Cripps is laboring under the same detri- 
mental affliction of Neptune as did 
Chamberlain and Daladier, and that this 


. condition does not clear up until after 


October Let, 1942. 


However, great changes are on sched- 
ule following June 1st, 1942. This affects 
Sir Stafford, along with officialdom in 
Britain and other participators in the 
world conflict. New responsibilities 
which are likely to gravitate Cripps’ 
way are subject to disappointing re- 
sults, especially after August, 1942. The 
periods following the new Moon of Au- 
gust 12th and September 10th are times 
that will bear watching. There is a defi- 
nite link between the planetary posi- 
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tions of May 11th, 1940, when Churchill 
became Prime Minister and the chart of 
Cripps which has already shown mani- 
festation. 

A more than ordinary mystic phase of 
consciousness gives Sir Stafford a lead 
over other English diplomats in dealing 
with most of India’s leaders, although 
a comparison of his chart with that of 
India’s spiritual leader, the non-comba- 
tive Mohandas Gandhi, born October 
2nd, 1869, shows that these two could 
hardly see eye to eye on cooperation be- 
tween the two countries. There are too 
many variances in their charts to per- 
mit of full agreement. 

As for his late mission to India, it is 
not surprising that it did not succeed 
when we note that Sir Stafford’s crisis- 
indicating Neptune was by transit in his 
solar house of emissaries and ambassa- 
dors in a blockading to progressed Sun, 
Mars and Mercury in a two-way sign, 
showing an involved and confused state 
of mind, with a division of interests— 
signified by the two Indian parties, the 
Congress and the Moslem. 

British officialdom could have fore- 
seen this and avoided the diplomatic de- 
feat suffered at a critical moment, but 
England has always won out because of 
her patience and tenacity—and in spite 
of a lack of foresight that has more than 
once threatened her existence. 

In conclusion we can only repeat that 
Sir Stafford Cripps has a mighty world 
mission to perform. His is the type of 
cosmic character that will be needed in 
the manifestation of the Aquarian prin- 
ciples of worid cooperation which is in 
the offing. He is the man of destiny.

cussion, he is a very fine example of a 
true cog in the Cosmic Mechanism. 

The son of a swift-riding cavalary of- 
ficer, Wuerst was born January 19th, 
1919, 6:55 p.m., at Bayside, Long Island, 
New York. Now let’s see just where the 
cosmic puzzle begins to fit together. 

Wuerst joined up with the U. S. Ma- 
rines to serve his country and see the 
world. This was quite natural, he hav- 
ing Jupiter—ruler of his fifth house of 
experiments—in Cancer, by progression 
near Jupiter in the U. S. chart. 

With South Node at the place of pro- 
gressed Uranus, one of the areas crossed 
by the full Moon of December 3rd, 1941, 
which touched off the Jap attack on the 
U. S., it is only mechanical that young 
Wuerst would be among those present in 
the vanguard of American forces slated 
to meet the Japs in Manila. 

And with Saturn rising near his natal 
ascendant at twenty-seven degrees Leo, 
but one degree from the Philippine lo- 
cality Midheaven, it is only simple cos- 
mic mathematics to suppose that our 
youthful marine would find himself in 
Manila. 

Wuerst was born when Sun was in 
the twenty-ninth degree of Capricorn, 
the identical degree as progressed Pluto 
in the U. S. chart, an area that ties into 
the Japanese Emperor’s chart. And the 
Wuerst Uranus in Aquarius in his 7th 
house of contacts, enemies and war, is 
exactly at the same locality as Moon in 
the colonial 5th house of the U. S. chart 
—this alone being sufficient to project 
him into the Philippine territory with 
its twenty-eight degrees Aquarius nadir. 

All of this is not mere fancy or coinci- 
dence. It is actual registered mathema- 
tical facts, showing that there is a real 
meaning to Cosmic Mechanics if we 
know how they operate. 

Mars the fighter, ruler of fire, Aries 
and water Scorpio, being in his division 
of war stressed this type of expression in 
the Wuerst chart as a first vocational se- 
lection because of the hook-up with Ur- 
anus by conjunction and the opposition 
of both planets to Saturn, who governs 
his 6th house of work and service. 


This was influenced because Mars has 
been close to his career ruler, Venus, by 
progression for a number of years past 
in the sign of Pisces, the navy. 

Now a spinal. disorder common to the 
Philippines was waiting for victims, and 
young Wuerst was cast to order for such 
an affliction. Why? Because a rising 
Saturn in Leo, ruling his body (ascend- 
ant) and sickness (6th house) was in 
opposition to Mars and Uranus in 
Aquarius, these two points being under 
affliction by Saturn and Uranus and 
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brought to a head by the new Moon of 
October 19th, 1941. 


A spinal operation was in order at 
this time and proved successful. The 
odds have been against him, due to the 
Saturn and Uranus transit affliction 
running from December 1941 to May 
15th, 1942. His outlook as a future fight- 
er is doubtful, especially if he fought in 
any severe engagements in the last two 
weeks of February, through March and 
April. With progressed Moon in Cancer, 
in his 12th house of confinement, hos- 
pitals and prisons, it can only be hoped 
that the good transit aspects of Saturn, 
Uranus and Neptune to his natal Sun 
will pull him through. Progressed Sun 
opposition to his ascendant farther 
cramps his chances to remain free of 


. the enemy, but the human spirit can of- 


ten rule its horoscope and we can only 
hope for the best.

12th house of the progressed chart, 
meaning that we will be operating at 
some disadvantage. 

In connection with the war and our 
participation in it, one of the most in- 
teresting charts is that of Admiral Iso- 
roku Yamamoto, of Japan, the Aries- 
minded official who boasted that he will 
dictate peace in the White House at 
Washington. 

Jupiter in good aspect to Neptune in 
his chart gave this self-inflated Jap an 
expansive imagination, but he is also in- 
clined to errors in judgment and over- 
hasty conclusions, due to Mercury con- 
junct South Node in afflicting square to 
this same Jupiter. This can also lead to 
treachery from his associates, such as 
the Black Dragon organization in his 
SECH country, or Hitler to the west of 

im. 

The Sun at his birth was fifteen de- 
grees Aries, right over the 7th cusp, or 
War division of the U. S. chart. Square 
U. S. Sun and opposition U, S. Saturn, 
the area touched off by transit Mars, 
sponsoring the debacle at Pearl Harbor, 
December 7th, 1941. Still, despite his 
foolish boasting, Yamamoto is a dan- 
gerous enemy with a strong chart, and 
one to be reckoned with. His chart shows 
much action in 1942, with an expansive 
trend running wild for power, control 
and authority. He is a real menace and 
antagonist of the first magnitude to 
President Roosevelt, as representing 
America. Comparison of his and Mr. 
Roosevelt’s charts show him to be sec- 
ond only to Adolph Hitler as an enemy 
to our President. Both of these enemies’ 
charts clash violently with that of Pres- 
ident Roosevelt. But in so far as our con- 
flict in the Far East is. concerned, the 
three enemy charts to watch are the Jap 
national chart, that of Emperor Hiro- 
hito (published in the February-March 
and April-May issues of this magazine) 
and Admiral Yamomoto’s chart, which 
is published as a part of this article. 

In President Roosevelt’s chart the 
war-crisis factor shown by Neptune in 
his department of self, in square afflict- 
ing aspect to Military Mars in his sec- 


tion of administration still continues ` 


during 1942. While there will be a no- 


ticeable turn for the better in June, or ` 


at Teast a lessening of the disasters to 
which we have become accustomed, the 
U. S. progressed chart for 1942 contin- 
ues under a distressed and crises-court- 
ing affliction. Regardless of the utter- 
ances of at least one noted allied leader, 
the real turning point has not been 
reached. We must still attune our 
ears to news of defeats, waiting patient- 
ly for the turn in the tide of our affairs.

a progressed aspect of the Sun extends 
to a full degree and a half. 

Mars in the birth-chart square Moon 
in the house of death shows the predis- 
position to a violent death, and Jupiter 
in the birth-chart trine the Moon shows 
the predisposition to be saved from such 
catastrophe. And as both Mars and 
Jupiter were heavily aspected by pro- 
gression at the time the Athenia was 
torpedoed, we have a complete astrolog- 
ical picture of what happened. But from 
these heavy progressed aspects alone the 
time is not precisely indicated. 

We find that the precise time when an 
event indicated by major progressed as- 
pects takes place is dependent on two 
things; on accessory planetary energy 
added to a planet involved in the pro- 
gressed aspect or to the house indicating 
the department of life affected; and on 
the resistance or facilities which the 
environment affords for the indicated 
event during the time the heavy pro- 
gressed aspect is operative. We may 
be sure that the event will occur when 
there is a peak of astrological energy 
bringing pressure in the direction of the 
event. But during the time the heavy 
progressed aspect is operative there 
may be several such peaks. And if 
these several peaks are of about equal 

` power, the event will occur during the 
peak when the environmental facilities 
make it easy for the event to occur. 

In this instance, for over a year Pax 

. Walker had been under the influence 
of the heavy progressed aspects which 
indicated a predisposition toward some 
such event as occurred on September 3. 
Had the Nazis not invaded Poland she 
might have experienced some accident, 
but certainly she would not have been 
in the cold waters of the Atlantic Ocean 
because a ship had been torpedoed un- 
der her. But when England entered the 
war while she was in London, facilities 
for sudden accidents were greatly in- 
creased. 

Then on September 3, minor pro- 
gressed Mars came to the square of 
birth-chart and progressed Saturn, and 
minor progressed Uranus came to the 
inconjunct of birth-chart and progress- 
ed Neptune. These minor progressed 
aspects added still more energy to the 
thought-cells in the unconscious mind 
mapped by Mars and Uranus, which 
already were receiving powerful energy 
from the heavier progressed aspects. 
The thought-cells mapped by these two 
planets thus reached a peak of activity. 
And as this peak of activity coincided 
with facilities in the outer-plane en- 
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vironment for both peril and rescue, 
the event took place at that time. 

Furthermore, the minor progressed 
aspect to Neptune indicated more pre- 
cisely the nature of the environmental 
factor which brought the event into her 
life. Uranus represents the human ele- 
ment. Mars indicates the war, and pro- 
gressed Mars conjunction Uranus the 
explosion. But the attack was made by 
a submarine, and submarines, as well 
as aircraft, are ruled by Neptune.

philosophy, law, higher mind and long 
journeys. 10th—profession, honor, oc- 
cupation and public. llth. friends, 
hopes, wishes and desires. 12th—sor- 
row, bondage, improvement, limitations, 
institutions and disappointments. 
From your own chart check the two 
most important houses in your life from 


the directions given. For example if 


your sunsign house has another planet 
or two that are aspected in the eleventh 
house it’s certain that you can sell to 
your friends (and that is not always 
too easy or even advisable) also that 
through your friends you will make 
many contacts to your benefit. 

Then if your ruling planet and/or a 
strong placement of other planets are 
in the 12th house you will also do well 
in your work with hospitals, prisons 
jails etc. and in connection with this 
there may be some limitations but if 
you persevere the results will be above 
your expectation or what you could 
have accomplished elsewhere. 

Astrology is a subject as big and deep 
as life itself and naturally we can only 
give the high points in a series of short 
articles, but if you. will study each ar- 
ticle of the series and have a reliable 
copy of your own chart to check on 
you'll have the key to an endless expan- 
sion of your ability, not only as a sales- 
person but to life in general. Incident- 
ally, the planet which rules your rising 
sign is your ruler. If you do not know 
pretty close to the time of your birth 
your next choice is the planet which 
rules the sunsign. 

Now, in regard to recognizing and 
selling the Arian customer or prospect: 
The physical characteristics given will 
of course be modified by planetary 
placement, but generally every Aries 
native will have enough of the traits 
listed to identify. In fact he is about 
the easiest to recognize at a glance be- 
cause the sun is the most powerful 
planet and marks men deeply. 

They are of slight and wiry build, 
often tall, triangular head, bony face, 
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age: 
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ruddy complection and hair, many have - 
freckles. Hair recedes at temples, gen- 
erally bald earlier than most, sharp 
eyes, sheep-like nose, long neck, and 
often have scar or mole on their face. 
They move quickly if not spasmodically 
with head held high. 

If you have Aries for a sunsign or 
have it rising or even a strong planetary 
influence in fiery signs especially Aries 
and in the first house you should have 
little difficulty in handling the Aries 
customer. (This goes for all the signs). 
But if you are not in this position study 
the characteristics of the Arians as 
given in the beginning, and govern 
yourself accordingly. Always remem- 
ber to let him take the lead. If the 
proposition has any appeal at all for 
him let him “take it away from you.” 
Hell do it jig time and tell you where 
you can sell more. Also give special 
attention to his inate independence. 
Thomas Jefferson was an Arian and he 
wrote the greatest theme on independ- 
ence the world has ever known. Do not 
even suggest to him how he should run 
his business, it even bothers him if you 
try to help him into his topcoat or 
light his cigar. 
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This does not mean he is unfriendly 
or incapable of being a true friend. In- 
deed, if you win his confidence he’ll go 
through fire and brimstone to assist you. 
Be patient with his impetuosity and 
overlook his apparent inconsiderations.

NEPTUNE writing always flows like 
the waves of the sea. 


Actual examples will help to clarify 
the above general principles, and per- 
haps it is well to begin with a chart 
and handwriting familiar to almost 
everyone. The handwriting of Thomas 
A. Edison — February 11, 1847 — is 
strongly Aquarian. It is educated, con- 
trolled, with a long, generous swing 
over the signature. There are no un- 


necessary lines in the words themselves.- 


In fact, there is an economy of move- 
ment in all but the long strokes. This 
is an extremely interesting example of 
the influence of Saturn moderating a 
Uranian tendency. The Sun, Mercury 
and Neptune are all in Aquarius, with 
Uranus, the ruler of Aquarius, in Aries. 
But Saturn, conjunction Venus( in the 
same house but not in the same sign) 
brings in an artistic, contracted, exact 
influence which characterizes the small 
letters. For those of you who under- 
stand Numerology, you will see the 
Edison’s Birthpath is 11-2 (4), which 
indicates routine and a super ability to 
handle details. The Aquarian influ- 
ence directs these talents into inventive 
and electrical lines. Saturn makes the 
letters exact, conservative; but Uranus 
comes along and says, “All right, you 
can have the small letters, but I will 
have my fling in spite of your repres- 
sive influence. I am not in Aries and 
the Sun in Aquarius for nothing!” This 
shows how different influences modify 
the handwriting as different planetary 
strength modifies a chart.
